Rabin complains of 
US. arms to Saudia 


Jerusalem Post Knesset Reporter 
PRIME MINISTER Yitzhak Rabin 
told the Knesset yesterday that Is- 
rael objects as a matter of prin- 
ciple to the Arab states being sup- 
plied with weaponry which is likely 
to be brouglt ‘to bear against this 
country in the event of war.

Jerusalem won’t comment 
on Sadat warning to Syria

JERUSALEM AVOIDED any off- 
cial comment yesterday on Presi- 
dent Sadat's public ‘warning to 
Syria not to drag him into a new 
war with Israel this spring. Mr. 
Sadat delivered the warning at a 
news conference in Kuwait on Sun- 
day, after a fund raising tour of 
Saudia and ane Gulf states. 

Israel's ials tly felt 
that any comment by them — parti- 
cularly if such comment was favour- 
able —- would be pounced on b:

Arab affairs pointed out

stated that he would ane vant to 
be drawn into a war launched by 
Syria. Sadat gave this unde 


privately at the time of the in- inst 


terim agreement last autumn, but 
has always avoided confirming it 
publicly when asked. 

Some analysts believed that the 
Egyptian leader — like the Israeli 
“bighly-placed source” last week — 
truly fears that Syrian brinkman- 
ship on the Golan around the May 
30 Undof extension date might 
easily result in war. 

Another possible motive for 
Sadat's public blast at Syrian 
sabre-rattling: his desire to deflate 
Syria's currently prominent image 
in the Arab world. 

The timing of Sadat’s state-

lysts as particularly significant. 
It seemed to suggest that the 
Saudis, too, were interested in 
Damascus being outfaced. Per- 
haps the Saudis, like Sadat, were

Officials in Jerusalem did not 
withhold comment on Yasser Ara- 
fet's proposals for peace negotia~ 
tions.

The plan wag relayed to Israel 
last week by Senator Adlai Steven- 
sou, who revealed it to “The Wash- 
on Post" on Sunday. The PLO 
itself has denied any such proposal. 

According to the U.S. Senator, 
the proposal calls Israel to uni- 
laterally cede some of the West 
Bank and Gaza to the U.N. as a 
“puffer zone.” If this were done 
as a “first step," the PLO would 
then recognize Israel's right to ex- 
ist and would be prepared to ne- 
gotiate peace in Geneva. 

A highly-placed Cabinet source 
last week termed the Arafat pro- 
posal unreasonable. This source, 
and other top officials here, have 
indicated that they do not trust 
its sincerity. There were also many 
consistencies, they say, in the 
senator's presentation of it.

Helping 
Israel’s 
information 
effort

IT IS ALMOST a standard exercise 
for many Diaspora Jews visiting 


here to criticize Israel's information: 


effort abroad. Edith Coliver, a 
member of the American Jewish 
Committee's Board of Governors 
and 115 National Executive Council, 
is.a refreshing exception, because as 
the director of AJC's Israel 
speakers‘ bureau in California she is 
doing something about the problem. 

She told The Jerusalem Pos? about 
her work on the last of the ten days of 
meetings the AJC Board of Gover- 
nors held in Israel recently. 

The bureau handles between 75 
and 100 speakers a year, who ad- 
dress mostly non-Jewish audiences. 
““Fhese audiences can range from 20 
kids in a high school class to 300 
adults in a civic or church-related 
group,” she said. We may reash 
between 5.000 and 10.000 people a 
year directly, she estimated. 

Of course, famous personalities 
like Abba Eban draw large crowds 
the doesn't need our management), 
but even less widely-known people. 
such as former Israel army in- 
telligence chief, Dr. Yehoshafat 
Harkavi, or author Amos Elon, do 
fantastically well there. she said. 
“Don't forget that te U.S. audtences 
these speakers primarily represent 
Israel; our listeners are not concern- 
ed with internal aqabbles.” 

The speakers’ bureau is a 
“‘natural’' for the AJC, which 
specializes in group relations and 
inter-faith work. The tone of the 
bureau is generally low-keyed, in 
keeping with the 70-year-old tradi- 
tion of the AJC. 

“Arab propaganda in high schools 
and on campuses has increased 
greatly since the Yom Kippur War 
and we have serious problems cover- 
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Edith Coliver 


ing the ground adequately." Mrs. 
Coliver said. The bureau responds to 
requests for speakers but it also cir- 
cularizes groups, offering its ser- 
vices. Sometimes a group has had 
-too many speakers for the Arab side 
and they call us in to counterbalance 
the picture," she said. 

The calibre of the Arab speakers is 
“quite good" and they are becoming 
more sophisticated, Mrs. Coliver 
noted. She explained that her bureau 
usualy hands out questionnaires 
after a speech, to gauge audience 
reaction. “‘We usually get ap- 
preciation... people prefer our fac- 
tual over the Arabs" emotional ap- 
proach," she said. 

Israeli speakers usually receive 
travelling expenses, but not a fee, 
Mrs. Caliver noted in passing. 


ON THE QUESTION of U.S. interest 
in Israel, Mrs. Coliver said that 
Jewish leaders didn't think there 
was a slackening, but that there was 
a general waning of interest in 
foreign affairs. ''The U-S. is looking 
inward and is wary of forelgn com- 
mitments."" 

Regarding the Jewish commit- 
ment and ties to Israel of Jewish 
youth, Mrs. Coliver pointed out that 
there are big differences between 
the East and the West Coasts of the 
U.S. Through our “‘Academy without 
Walls" we are trying to rekindle 
Jewish spiritual ties with Israel. 
“We have suffered heavy erosion 
among the Jewish college youth, 
some of whom have fallen prey to 
their own rhetoric," she said. 

Edith Coliver came to the U.S. asa 
youngster as a refugee from Ger- 
many. She studied languages. Dur- 
ing the war she served with the Of- 
fice of War Information and later 


was an interpreter at the first UN 
conference in San Francisco and at 
the Nuremberg war criminal trials. 

Since its inception in 1954 she has 
been with the Asia Foundation, a 
private organization providing 
development assistance to 12 Asian 
countries, from Afghanistan to South 
Korea. She is now the Foundation's 
director of institutional relations 
which handles all training 
programmes. Israel 15 well regarded 
for its courses in unionism and 
cooperative enterprises, she said. 

With an annual budget of between 
$6m. and $7m. — mostly provided by 
the Federal Government — the Asia 
Foundation helps Asian nations up- 
grade university staffs, fosters the 
concepts of vojJunteerism and 
regional cooperation. 

“We're in human resources 
development! Sometimes we give 
small grants and frequently we can 
act faster and more directly than 
government agencies," she said. 


. Many of the Asians trained with the 


help of the Foundation now occupy 
positions of leadership in their coun- 
tries, she added. "Some of the peo- 
ple we trained in Vietnam are now in 
the U.S. — as refugees,” she said. 

Israel does not fa)] within the area 
of the Asia Foundation's-activities, 
which stops west of Afghanistan, 
because the Middle East ia ade- 
quately covered by other aid-agen- 
cies, she explained. 


Edith Coliver has been to most of 
the countries where the Asia Foun- 
dation works. Now on her fourth visit 
to Israel, she came here with her 
husband who is an attorney. One of 
her two daughters studies architec- 
ture while the other is a philosophy 
student at Yale.

US., Saudi Arabia 


on collision path 


WASHINGTON. — The U.S. and 
Saudi Arabia “are on a collision 
course,” according to the weekly 
“U.S. News and World Report". 

The magazine quotes an unnamed 

American diplomat as saying, 

. “What bas gone wrong with U.S. 
efforts to remain a friend and aly 
of a country that produces some 
8 million barrels of crude oi! a day 
and plays ἃ critical world economic 
role through its massive money sur- 
plug deposited in Western banks? 
Rightly or wrongly, Saudis blame 
the U.S. for the current stalemate 
in Arab-Israeli peace moves." 

The magazine also reports it saw 
“In one direction, continuing werm, 
close relations between the two na- 
tions, with the Sgudis remaining 
America's ally in the Arab world.” 


“Ia the other: strain and conflict 
on an ascending scale — threaten- 
ing ἃ cutback in profitable United 
States participation in Saudi eco- 
nomic projects running into tens of 
billions of dollars, and, in extreme 
circumstences, loss of access to a 
quarter of the world’s known pe- 
troleum reserves.” 


In a report from Riyadh, “U.S. 
News” said King Khaled and his 
officials are cautious and conserva- 
tive, but far less patient about the 
question of American support for 
Israel: than was King Faisal, the 
Saudi monarch who was murdered 
ja March, 1975. His successors also 
are angered by U.S. moves to pre- 
yent American companies from com- 
plying with the Arab boycott of 
israel, 

The publication also quotes a Saud) 
official educated in Oregon: “We 
are under pressure from the radical 
Arab side, and the U.S. will leave 
us out on a limb if Israel continues 
to refuse to make concessions.” 

Saudi determination not to back 
down has U.S. firms worried that 
American anti-boycott regulations 
will force them out of the lucrative 
market in Saudi Arabia, “U.S. 
News" said. It also quoted this 

from one Saudi official: 

“You should never take wa for 
granted. If this keeps up, we will 
find alternatives in Europe and Ja- 
pan. We can do business without 
blatant interference in our domestic 
affairs.” (AP) 


Africans want UN talks 
on South African 


‘aggression’ 


ADDIS ABABA, — Ministers of 
the Organization of African Unity 
(OAU) decided yesterilay to seek 
an emergency meeting of the UN 
Security Council to discuss what 
they termed “South African aggres- 
sion" against Angola. 

OAU Assistant Secretary-General 
Peter Onu of Nigeria announced 
the decision at a news conference 
winding up 2 six-day meeting of 
the 47-nation organization's Council 
of Ministers. He said the ministers 
were asking the African group at 
the UN to call for the emergency 
meeting. 

Ugandan President and OAT 
cheirman Idi Amin added that, "The 
time is ripe to march against South 
Africa." In a Uganda Radio broad- 
cast monitored in Nairobi, he de- 
scribed South Africa's white-minor- 
ity government as “the 
bastion of colonialism" on the con- 
tinent, 

Meanwhile, the President of An- 


in Angola 


gola, Dr. Agostino Neto, said there 
were several pockets of resistance 
to his government in north and 
central Angola. 

South African troops also occu- 
pied “a small part" of southern 
Angola. This would be negligible, 
he said, if it were not for two 
hydroelectric dams which provided 
water and electricity for neighbour- 
ing Namibia (Southwest Africa). 

The Angolan leader said the 
former ‘Portuguese colony was in 
great economic difficulty. 

Neto blamed the troubles on 
“manceuvres of international reac- 
tionary circles and the Portuguese 
colonists.” 

“Apart from the economic bloc- 
kade imposed by the large com- 
panies operating in Angola, the 
800,000 Portuguese who went home 
took everything with them They 
even destroyed large industrial units 


and means of agricultural produc- P!

Who will succeed Kissinger ?

WASHINGTON. — Henry Kissinger 
will be a tough act to follow at the 
State Department, but successors 
are already lining up for the job. 
Who will it be? 

That guessing game is becoming 
increasingly popular in America 
these days as Rissinger's star con- 
tinues to slip. Recently ‘The Village 
Voice," a New York weekly, had its 
political experts list the odds on 
Kissinger's likely replacements in a 
Democratic Administration.

Israel’s universities — currently 


facing severe budget cuts — ‘have 


been very productive during the 
last decade, according to figures 
published by the Central Bureau of 
Statistics. 

Half the 100,000 adults with a 
university degree received it during 
that peried (1963-73). Among those 
with only a bachelors degree, 


neatly ‘half (45 per cent) received 
them during the five years 1969-73. 


In 1961 Israel possessed 36,000 
university graduates and their 
average age was 46. That number 
had increased 2.5-fold by 1974 — 
with an average age of only 39. 

Nearly 60 per cent of the gra- 
duates qualified in Israeli univer- 
sities. The figure comes to 70 per 
cent for bachelor’s degrees. Quali- 
fications won abroad divide as fol- 
lows (per cent): 16.7, Rumania: 
16.8, U.S.; 12.7, USSR; 6.9, Poland; 
and 6.9, France. 

Subjects studied were (per cent): 
Humanities, 21.3; Social sciences, 
20.2; Engineering and architecture, 
18.7; Natural sciences, 15.3; Medi- 
cine and dentistry, 13; Law, 9; 
and Agriculture, 2. 

Compared with 1961, graduates 
in the humanities and sciences in- 
creased fourfold, while those who 
completed medicine, engineering or 
law slightly less than doubled. 

More than a third of the gradua- 
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statistics 


tes were women, as against one- 
quarter in 1961, A third were Is- 
rael-born (40 per cent of those 
with a bachelor’s degree). : 

Only 12 per cent of persons who 
immigrated from Asig-Africa have 
degrees. The figure for immigrants 
from EBurope-America is 8 per cent. 
The proportion of sabras boasting a 
degree has risen to 8 per cent, 

Among graduates who work for 
a living, 85 per cent are wage- 
earners. Three-fifths of those hold- 
ing a degree are employed by the 
public sector or the universities. 
Three-quarters of all the “acade- 
mics” work in their specialised 
professions, including, 13,000 schol- 
teachers, 11.000 engineers or archi- 
tects and 8,000 doctors or dentists. 
Another 10,000 have managerial 
posts of various kinds. 

A further $0,000 Israelis possess 
post-secondary qualifications that 
fall short of university standard. 
They include: 30,000 schoolteachers 
(mainly in primary and interme- 
diate schools}, 9.000 nurses and 
6,500 technicians. Some 10,000 of 
those with post-secondary qualifi- 
cations work in managerial or cleri- 
eal jobs. 

The “post-secondaries” are a rela- 
tively young group (average sage: 
35); 80 per cent of them qualified 
in Israel (mostly in the last de- 
cade) ~— and over 70 per cent are 
women. 


New fines for tardy taxpayers 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 

The advance payments which busi- 
neases and the self-employed make 
during the year towards their annual 
taxes are to be fined if they do not 
come in on time, the tax authorities 
have decided. The fine will include 
both interest on the debt and link- 
age to the consumer price index. 

Those who pay their advance pay- 
ments for 1975 by April 1 will be 
exempt from the fine. After that 
date the fine will come into force. 


The tax authorities have not yet 
decided as to the rate of interest 
and the date from which linkage 
will begin. In general, debts to the 
tax authorities carry two per cent 
interest per month, and the linkage 
starts immediately. However, with 
respect to advance payments, the 
authorities seem to be leaning to- 
wards beginning linkage as of the 
thira or sixth month after the pay- 
ment is due. The linkage will be 
to the March, 1976 index.

Attorney-General Aharon Barak has also had occasion to 
rebuke a senior police official who stated in a television in- 
terview, no less, thet he was convinced the suspended Director 
of Customs had accepted bribes. And this is not the only ins- 
tance in which the police have recently violated the great 
principle of all democratic law that a person is innocent until 
proven guilty. . 

The desire of the police, and of other investigatory agencies 
such as customs, to expose and eradicate crime, especially in 
the higher reaches of our society, is entirely praiseworthy. But 
the effort 'to preserve law and order must on no account be 
allowed to interfere with the fundamental rights of individual 
Israeli citizens. 

One way to assume this is to pass a law prohibiting the 
publication of the names of suspects until such time as they 
have been formally charged. This would help avoid a great 
deal of the distress now caused to suspects — and their 
families — who are found to have been wrongly suspected, 
arrested and arraigned. At the same time, and especially in 
view of disturbing reports of police pressure on suspects, such 
a law should be accompanied by clear-cut provisions requiring 
the police to allow all suspects to contact their families and 
lawyers immediately, so as to prevent any possibility of secret 
arrests. 

The Attorney-General amd State Attorney are alive to the 
need for protecting the accused. They should be given more 

to eliminate arbitrary and unfair police practices which 
tend to violate individual rights.
